In great cities the large profits derived 


from sui-mce ana elevated street r/inways 
and the increasing contempt for public con- 
venience which many corporations engaged 
in that business exhibit have inspired a 
popular demand for lower fares.

The Rule for Leap Yean. 


The year 1896 will be the last leap-year 


or eight years. The rule as to leap-years is 
s follows : 
Ordinarily 8G5 days are counted as ore 
ear ; but this is not strictly correct, since 
lie year consists of 3C5 days 5 hours, 48 
minutes, and 48 seoondn. To make up for 


fractional part of a day thus lost, one 


ay is added to the year, every fourth year, 
ailed leap-year. 
But adding one whole 


ay is adding a little tDO much, and for this 
eason a leap-year is omitted, once in a long 
while. The rule is therefore as follows : 


Every year whose number can be exactly 
ivided by 4, is a leap-year, excepting the 
ear which completes a century. The year 
ompleting a century is a leap-year only 
hen it can be exactly divided by 400. 
Under the rule the year 1900 will not be 
leap-year. The year 2000 will be. Thus 
nly one out of every four century years is 
leap-year.

Hal 
a dozen limes I have seen men riding alon 
lending another wheel, probably taking i 
home to its owner after repairs, and th 
other day a man rode down tlie street on ; 
wheel leading a horse. One could scarcely 
help feeling that this was hard on the poo

handle bars is very common. One can 
any time a score or so of men riding al 
with their hands in their pockets, and even 
the women tuck their fingers in the littl 
side pockets of their coats when the a'r i 
nippy, while the other day I saw a youii]

nothing remarkable if it were not so com 
mon. 


I do not know that a description of the city 


will make very interesting reading, yet 
would have been glad to have known more 
about the place in advance than I did am 
lerhaps a little more of general description 
will do no harm. The general aspect o 
he place with its neat dwellings and 
business buildings and fine residences 
quite liite that of a dozen or so watering 
ilaces that I could name, with nothing in 
lartioular worth noting beyond the genera 
aspect of cleanliness and good order. 
In 


act, while there are many very handsome 


smaller than in numerous places along the 
Atlantic coast. The one story cottage is th 
predominating feature in many parts of th' 
town. 
These are all neat and tasty, many 


of them even elegant. 
Cleanliness is looked 


after by the simple provision of large tin 
C'ins strapped to tho telegraph poles at th< 
street corners for trash receptacles, iphil 
the individual house trash and much garbage 
is gotten rid of by burning. As a rule each 
property lias its little crematory furnace in 
the back yard. These are very simple anc 
very effective. 
Tliey are little dome shaped 


structures of brick and cement, about four 
feet high by perliaps five feet in diameter, 
and look for all tlie world like tha pictures 
of the Esquimo snow huts. At the apex is 
a circular opening a foot or so in diameter 
and on the ground level is a clean out hole. 
Combustible waste is thrown in and set fire 
to and the daily ashes also goes in and then 
the scavenger carts come along^and clean 


The people evidently believe with hard 


headed ol-J John Knox that "every scholar 
is an addition to the wealth of the commun- 
ity" for they spare neither effort nor money 
upon educational facilities. There must be 
half a dozen public school buildings, all ol 
them large and fine, while the High school 
is a very imposing building. Its cornice, 
four or five feet deep appa-ently and no 
doubt really larger, of ornamental copper, is 
quite worth seeing. I have nearly dislocated 
my neck several times while gazing at it. 
As for the scholarship, I am told that Vassar 
College has just put the Colorado City High 
School upon its list of institutions from 
which it will receive students upon certifi- 
cate without examination. Colorado College 
is also here. It is a co-educational institu- 
tion, owning I should say at least twenty 
acres if not more in the northern part of th« 
city, and given by the city. We spent a 
very pleasant afternoon the other day look- 
ing it over. The central building, J?alma 
Hall, contains the lecture rooms, office, staf 
dio, etc., and a very interesting museum. 
It is flanked on either side at some distance 
off by Montgomery Hall and Hageman Hall, 
respectively the dormitories of the young 
women and the young men. All three of 
these buildings are handsome and conveni- 
ent, but the finest of all "the outfit," as 
they call everything out here from a church 
to a miner's kit, is the library building, 
Coburn Hall, on the opposite side of Cascade 
avenue. This is au exceedingly handsome 
building, specially adapted to its purpose, 
large and well lighted, fire proof of course, 
containing quite a large collection of books 
well arranged and classified, and adorned 
with statuary, Indian relics and other speci- 
mens of art. It was the gift of a gentleman 
from one of the eastern states, Massachusetts 
I think, and is a library that both as a build- 
ing and a collection of books any college 
may well be proud of. Speaking of libraries 
reminds me that about the only thing the 
city needs to fill the wants of both resident 
and visitor is a good library. We poked 
about quite a little before we found any at 
all, bu t asking questions finally enabled us 
to discover a little circulating library pre- 
sided over by an old lady and a young lady, 
the one of whom is very quaint and inter- 
esting and the other very pretty and—well, 
being a married man I have not—that is I 
would not—I really do not know anything 
about it, only I have noticed that the other 
one always finds it convenient to go to the 
library with me. And the other day when ws 
found the old lady out, and the young one 
presiding all alone, she coolly asked her if 
she might trouble her to get the boy. a glass 
of water while we selected a book I I was 
tempted to fell her how I admired the ruse, 
but concluded that silence was better and 
nobody shall ever pluck the secret from my 
bosom. Somehow or other domestic ties 
are not favorable to investigation and re- 
search, even Lieut. Peary has announced, 
that he is through hunting for the North- 
Pole, so I hare nothing to say or do bat to 
confine my attentions to the old lady and 
the books. I think we have read most of 
the books, though we have each managed to 
find something that we had not read. I 
have seen Trilby on the shelves, and having 
threatened for a year past to read Trilby, 1 
think I shall tackle the job before long. I 
want to get a little stronger first though." 


Only a few days ago we accidentally dis- 


covered the public library and reading 
room. There is a pretty good supply of the

From Oct. 29 to Doe. 24, 1896, the Nc« 


Xork Buljtreiisury paid out over Its oour 
tera 11,800.000 coppor ponnios to bank 
and tradesmen in New York for tho hoi: 
day rush. From October to Jan. 1 of eac 
year tho demand for this denomination o 
oolii Is something enormous. After th 
trade Incidental to tho holidays Is over ti 
coppers become a drug on tho inoooy mur 
ket, and they begin to come book into th 
vaults of the subtreasury. 


The demand for the coin this year wa 


greater than aver before. Sixty thousanc 
dollars' worth, or 8,000,000 coppers in all 
wore received last year and stored for holi 
day use. 
This stock was soon exhausted 


and 6,200,000 new pennies had to bo or 
derod from the mint at Washington. On 
large dry goods firm took 2, BOO, 000 of th 
coppers, and tho others wore dollverod t 
retail merchants and banks. Tho bank 
ing institutions of Brooklyn, Harlem am 
Jersey City havo beon largo purchasers o 
the shining pennies. 


The coins are counted by three men o 


the subsidiary coin department. They arc 
not counted separately, but in pairs, an 
are then bunched in bags containing $1C 
or 1,000 pieces. Bach bag weighs exactly 
eeveri pounds. During tne recent rush tli 
three men assigned to the task oould no 
keep up with the work. 


In counting the coins an eye is kept ou 


for mutilated and ooppor coins, and of th 
latter olass an average of 160 are thrown 
out each month. As they are dlscavenu 
they are tossed aside and chopped la tw 
by a machine, thus withdrawing thorn 
from 
circulation. 
Crooks sometime 


counterfeit the penny and find it a profit 
able business. One hundred, and ton 
pieces can be coined from eaoh pound o 
copper. The metal Is quoted at 18 cent 
per pound. It Is n strange anomaly, ye' 
in nearly all instances the counterfeit coin 
is worth more for the metal it contain 
than the one stamped by the mint author- 
ities. 


The reason is that an alloy of zinc i 


added to tho baser metal by tho govern 
mont coiners, while tho counterfeiter, tc 
save himself work, makes his penny o 
pure copper. The counterfeits are there 
fore easily recognized. Tho coin made o 
unalloyed copper is softer and duller than 
it would bu with tho zinc added, and tho 
impression of the die is not as acoumte am 
distinct.

TOMBSTONE OF GLASS. 


An Experimental Monument With Letter 


Ing; Done by Band Blut. 


A gloss tombstone Is certainly some 


thing unique. 
Such a gravo mark stands 


in but one place in tha United States, an 
that Is in the cemetery overlooking tho 
city of Kittaunlng, Pa. It has but recent 
ly been set up there over tho gravo of Mrs 
Elizabeth Pepper of Ford City by her sou, 
Matthias Popper. 


Matthias Popper, who had tho glass Bet 


up, Is assistant superintendent at tho Fore 
City factory. 
The piece usod as a gravo 


memorial IB a part of a large pinto whiol 
was made of unusual thickness for tho 
construction of circular panes to cover th 
portholes of ocean steamships. Tho prac 
tical indestructibility of glass was the 
quality which suggested to Mr. Popper its 
seem-to many to IS'almosl" eternal In their 
hardness, but they are far from it and not 
at all to be compared with glass. No effect 
il produced by the weather on glass. 


The Popper monument is of plate glass 


an Inoh thick, a foot and a half wide anl 
4 feet high. It stands in a mortise cut in- 
to a cube of sandstone. The top of the 
glass is arched. Tho lettering on it ia 
made by the "sand blast" process and is 
distinct. The monument bears this in- 
scription : 
'' In memory of Elizabeth Popper of Ford 


City. 
Died Feb. 4, 1892. 
Aged 77 years. 


"Also William Popper, husband of the 


above. Died 
. Aged 
." 


From this Inscription it may bo infer- 


red, truly, that William Pepper is still liv- 
ing. The Peppers are of English birth and 
oamo to Ford City years ago directly from 
the Great Biltingham glass works in Lon 
don.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
